Efteem for all that Family: The new Grand Vizier 
is in great Favour at Court, and generally well be- 
lov'd for his great Capacity and peaceful Difpofition. 
the Old Cham of Tartary is firmly fettled in his 
Throne by the Direction of the Grand Signior, yet 
out of natural Affection to his Son, who was depos’d, 
and roves about the Country with fome Adherents, 
has offer’d him a handfome Allowance fuitable to 
his Rank, provided he will fettle at fome Diftance 
from Court, and live quietly. The Circaffian Tar- 
tars bordering on Georgia near the Black-Sea, have 
lately revolted againft the Port, and by Surprife 
taken an important Fortrefs, putting the Governour 
and Garrifon to the Sword: On Advice of which 
the Grand Signior has fent Orders to feveral Baflas 
on the Frontiers of that Country, immediately 'to 
draw together an Army of 40000 Men to reduce 
thofe Rebels ; and they are fitting out at Conftanti- 
nople 3 Galleys and 50 Galliots, which will be com- 
manded by theBaffa of Scio,and fail within aMonth in- 
to theBilack-Sea,to make a Defcent in thofe Quarters. 
The Countefs of Tekely died lately at Galata fitu- 
tuate over againft Conftantinople, the Count her 
Husband is in a very low Condition, both of Health 
and Fortune.

Vienna, April21. Letters from Croonftad of the 
Sth Inftant, advife that roooce Tartars and Wal- 
lachians are drawn together near Ifmial in Wallachia, 
That they have fome French Ingineers among them, 
and will march towards Mofcovy. 

Milan, April 14. Our Governour is return’d hither 
from the Conference with the Duke of Vendome, 
the Duke of Mantua, and 4 other General Officers ; 
and tho’ ’tis not affuredly known what was the Sub- 
je& of that Conference, ‘tis very probable the Siege 
of Berfello was refolv’d on; for we are order'd to 
get a Train of Artillery ready with all diligence, 
that it may be fent to Pavia in 2 er 3 days, from 
whence it is to be carry’d to Cremona, where our 
Troops are to draw together by the 20th. Tis faid 
the Confederate Forces will be divided into 2 Bodies, 
That one will be commanded by the Duke of Ven- 
dome, and the other by the Prince of Vaudemont 
our Governour; 4000 Draught Horfes bought up 
in Switzerland for the Service of the Artillery, are 
arriv’d here.

Pars, May 5. Letters from San Benedetto dated 
the 19th of laft Month advife, That the Count 


d’Eftaing the Commanding Officer at Carpi in the 
Modenefe, being inform’d that a Party of the Enemy 
of 350 Foot and 20 Huffars, were advane’d within 
a League of Carpi; detach’d againft them a Captain 
of the Regiment of Lautrec with 20 Horie and 30 
Dragoons, and a Captain of Grenadiers with 50 
Foot, and follow’d them with 50 Horfe and 100 
Foot to fupport them ; but thofe 2 Captains charg’d 
the Enemy {fo vigoroufly before he arriv’d, that they 
put them te flight, after they had kill’d 40 and made 
32 of them Prifoners. The French had not one Man 
either kill'd or wounded, tho’ the Enemy fir'd hotly 
upon them,

That the Im- 
perial General has caus’d a large Fort to be built on 
the other fide of the Po near Saravale, as alfo Sluices 
to be made, and the Banks of that River to be cut 
through in feveral Places, by which, if occafion be, 
all the Country between Oftiglia and Mantua may 
be lay’d under Water, That he has caus’ a New 
Line to be drawn, which reaches as far as Ponte 
Molino, and finally that that General is fo well fortie 
fied that the French have noother way to come at 
him than through the Territories of the Pope or the 
Republick of Venice.
